“Let’s give three cheers for the city 
of South San Francisco and the com¬ 
mittee that planned this day’s splen-

Club at the Western Meat plant last 
Saturday night. It was during the

held in San Mateo county took place. 

Nearly 100 bankers from the five 
counties attended the convention here. 
Tlie morning was passed in visiting 
as many as possible of tlie industrial 
plants of this city. The convention 
opened in Fraternal Hall at 3 o’clock, 
C. A. Palmtag of Watsonville, presi¬ 
dent of Group 3, presiding . 

W. J. Martin Welcomes Visitors 

Tlie address of welcome was deliv¬ 
ered l>v W. J. Martin, who was intro- 
I duced as “the father of South San 
I Francisco." Mr. Martin assured tlie 
visitors they were in a city without 
an empty house and practically with- 
i out an unpaved street, a city of tre¬ 
mendous possibilities, whose annual 
payroll in tho last two or three years 
has been from $10,000,000 to $15,000,- 
; 000. C. A. Palmtag responded for the 
visitors. Tlie report of tlie secretary 
of the organization was read, and 
showed that 100 per cent of the 
bankers of the five counties were 
members of the association.

He also urged 
bankers in tlie farming districts to 
be conservative in their business re¬ 
lations witli farmers and fruit grow¬ 
ers, as he believed the present prices 
of fruit and farm produce were in¬ 
flated and a collapse might come ua- 
expectedly.

The Parade 

The day’s program will start with 
a parade at 10 o’clock sharp. The 
parade will form on Grand avenue 
near the S. P. depot. That the start 
may be made on time, all who are to 
take part are urged to be at the start¬ 
ing place at 9:30. The procession 
will be led by Mayor G. W. Holston 
and the city trustees in an auto. This 
car will be followed by one contain¬ 
ing the speakers. After the speakers’ 
car will march the San Mateo County 
Hand of eighteen pieces. Next in line, 
and accorded the place of honor, will 
be a car containing the service men 
who were wounded. Behind them will 
march all returned service men of the 
city in uniform. The men in line will 
be undter command of Lieutenant D. G. 
Martin. They will be followed by a 
float with the Goddess of Liberty, im¬ 
personated by Elizabeth Coffinberry. 
A troop of Boy Scouts will come next,, 
followed by the school children of the 
city. As all children above the fourth 
grade will take part, it is expected 
there wll be several hundred of them. 
The fire department will be^the last 
unit in line. 

The parade will proceed up Grand 
avenue to Spruce, south on Spruce to 
Baden, east on Baden to Maple, and 
north on Maple to the bandstand at 
the corner of Grand.

The program at the grandstand will 
start witli an address of welcome to 
the returned men by Mayor Holston. 
Patrick Bowler will respond for the 
men in uniform. Next will come a 
song by the gathering. The song will 
be followed by addresses by Judge E.

Then will come another song, then 
an address by Angelo Scampini, one 
of the men of the service. The pro¬ 
gram will close with the singing of 
“America” by everybody.

The packers insist that their net profit, all things included, is less than 
- per cent on their turnover, and have submitted proofs that have not yet 
been refuted by any one. It does not seem excessive. 

Commenting on this the Spokane Spokesman-Review, an independent 
progressive newspaper, says: Certainly it would be a fine thing for the 
public it it were possible to bring lines of business down to a 2 per cent 
margin. If the country could do that it would solve the problem of the high 
cost of living. 

A recent report of a “chain retail store” company shows it made 30 per 
cent last year on its turnover. 

The federal trade commission is palpably trying to play on the prejudices 
of those people who are against big business simply because it is “big busi¬ 
ness, regardless of how it is conducted, how serviceable it has become to 

the public, and how narrow its margin of profit on each dollar of business 
handled. 

Senator Fernald of Maine, speaking in the senate, opposed the Kenyon 
and Kendrick bills for governmental supervision and direction of the packing 
industry. These measures, he said, were examples of “stifling, throttling 
legislation,” an extension of the policy which had failed in the railroad and 
wire communication industries. The public, he declared, would suffer from 
higher costs and poorer service shouldl these bills be enacted. 

GET THEM WITH THE GOODS. 

At the end of July the supply of creamery butter showed an increase 
of 129 per cent against the figures given for the same time last year. Yet 
the price was 53 cents a pound, against the former price of 41 cents. 

It may be the fault of hoarding profiteers, or wage-boosting profiteers 
or profiteering middlemen. The blame probably rests on moer than one of 
the above groups of sinners. We can hardly believe that one group alone 
would dare to be the sole cause of such extortion. ' 

Whatever the cause, it seems that the government’s inquiry is well 
timed. And it is well to call it an inquiry, and not a crusade, or reform ,or 
any other romantic name. It is an inquiry—a recognition of our ignorance 
° . , facts ’ and a desire to enlighten our ignorance. And as the blame 
probably rests on more than one mischievous agency, it is necessary to iden¬ 
tity them all, and determine the proportion of guilt—at the time of the in¬ 
vestigation, and not beforehand. Our natural tendency to make one the goat 
for all should be resisted in these deliberations. Let us get the truth first 
and do the vituperating afterward.

A Resolution of Intention of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South Ban 
Francisco Declaring its Intention to 
Improve the Portion of the Alley Be¬ 
tween Baden Avehue and Grand Ave¬ 
nue Which Is Included Between the 
Westerly Bine of Maple Avenue and 
the Easterly Line of Spruce Avenue. 

Whereas public interest and conveni¬ 
ence require that the work and improve¬ 
ment hereinafter described should be 
done: and 

Whereas, in the opinion of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said contemplated work and 
improvement is, and is hereby declared 
to be of more than local or ordinary 
public benefit; 

Now, therefore, resolved by the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, that it is the Intention of 
said Board to order the following work 
and improvement to be done in said 
City, to-wit:

Unfortunately, so he averred, his jack¬ 
ass could not live on a diet of scenery 
and in a certain region there was 
nothing else for the jackass to eat be¬ 
cause a band of sheep had consumed 
every last blade and leaf. 

Whereupon the Forest Service in¬ 
vestigated and found that three foot¬ 
loose donkeys were of their own free 
will following in the wake of the 
sheep because they enjoyed the wool 
producer’s society. After traveling 
with the sheep for weeks they were 
still fat and sleek. 

All of which would be of small im¬ 
portance if there were not a well- 
defined movement to keep the cattle 
and sheep out of many hundreds of 
square miles of western mountains, on 
the plea that the scenery must be 
kept inviolate and the pasture pre¬ 
served for the campers’ animals. 
More especially do the promoters of 
the movement advocate the total ex¬ 
clusion of sheep. They hate mutton 
on the hoof, having inherited the 
prejudice against the useful animal 
from th^ old-time cattlemen and from 
John Muir. So strong is the prejudice 
that Stephen Mather, head of the Na¬ 
tional Parks Bureau, on a recent in¬ 
spection trip to the region he wants to 
add to the Yosemite National Park, 
commented on the improvement in the 
condition of the district brought about 
by the complete absence of sheep. 

Whereupon a Forest Service official, 
suppressing a smile, replied: “I am 
glad you have noticed the improve¬ 
ment, but I am rather astonished that 
you did not notice one of the thirty- 
eight thousand sheep that are grazing 
in the area this summer.” 

Livestock properly assigned, handled 
and supervised won’t eat or destroy 
scenery, nor will it diminish the 
beauty of the high places. If live¬ 
stock were detrimental to the moun¬ 
tain tourist trade, the Swiss hotel- 
keepers would have been in the poor- 
house many years ago. We all ’enjoy 
scenery, but most of us also need 
overcoats and lamb chops at a reason¬ 
able price.—Editorial in October Sun¬ 
set.
